During the past 180-days, only one (1) Threat Assessment was 
initiated related to threats against the Westboro Baptist Church (WBC) 
and/or its' members. On approximately 03/25/2014, Fred Phelps, Sr., 
founder and Pastor of the WBC, died. The morning following his death, 
a non-specific bomb threat was e-mailed to Midland Care Hospice (MCH) . 

This matter was investigated as 

No subject was identified and the threat was determined to be 
non-credible. 


Although the WBC continued to conduct pickets across the United 
States and specifically in Kansas and Missouri, the frequency of 
threats has diminished substantially. Therefore, due to the deceased 
number of threats and due to the fact most threats worked historically 
under this case file have been determined to be non-credible, the 
writer recommends the captioned matter be closed. The writer
